London, Sept 5.— The precautionary 
measures taken for the czar's safety at 
Kremsier are nothing compared to those 
deemed necessary for his majesty's security 
home. Thus In anticipation of the em- 
peror's visit to Kief the police authorities 
of Odessa made ISO domiciliary searches at 
the lodgings of students and other yonn-r 
people, and wherever books or papers In the 
lightest degree suspicious wero found the 
owner was marched off to prison. This took 
place on the night of the 25tb, tad it whs 
ial v four days later that the majority wero 
released. The rest were detained in conse- 
quence of the alleged discovery of a piot 
igainst the czar's life. This is the third con- 
spiracy of the kind reported from Russia 
within the last few months. 



Constantinople, Sept. 5. —The sultan has 
ordered the draft of a decree to be drawn 
up for his inspection deposing Tewfik, the 
actual khedlve of Egypt, aud replacing him 
by Ismail, Tewtlk's lather, and the ex-khe- 
dive, who was so stupidly deposed at tin- 
instigation of tho English and French hold- 
ers of Egyptian bonds and money lenders in 
1X79. Germany and Austria are both favor- 
able to the restoration of Ismail, although 
the sultan personally favors Halitn, the only 
surviving son of Meheuiet Ali. Sir Henry 
Drummond Wolff is getting on famously 
with the sultan. He dines and hobnobs with 
the sultan at Yildiz Kiosk. Sir Heury 
Wolff sits next to the sulUn at the dinner 
table, and Mudir Pacha, the chief interpre- 
ter, sits opposite, busily engaged in trans 
lttting to his majesty all Sir Henry WolffV 
diplomatic small talk and bans mote. 
The sultan is In very good spirit 
and seems highly amused at Sir 
Henry Wolff, and asks him 
all sorts of questions about European mau 
ners and customs. France shows signs of 
jealousy at the intimacy of the sulUn aud 
Sir Henry Wolff, and has given the porte 
official notification that she will not recog- 
nize any arrangement made by Sir 11 
Wolff to which Franco is not a party. Al- 
though the sultan has ordered the decree re- 
storing Ismail to be drawn up, it is by no 
means certain that he will sign it. 

Sir Henry Drummond Wolff expresses sat 
lsfactidn with the result of his conference 
with the sultan. During the Interview no 
allusion was made to the subject of an alli- 
ance with England. Sir Henry assured the 
sultan that England wished to settle the 
Egyptian difficulties In concert with tb< 
Porto. The sultan disapproves of the occu 
pation of the Soudan by Turkish troops, and 
also regards with disfavor the proji»ct of au 
Anglo -Turkish occupation of tho whole of 
Egypt He wishes to send a Turkish com- 
missioner to Cairo to net as counsellor to 
the Kh-dive. and desires England to tlx 
totals* term lot her occupation of the 
country.

WM. M'KENDIH GWIN. 




New York, Sept. ft. -Former Senator 
William M. Owln, of California, died In the 
lew York hotel. He hod been at West Point, 
where ho was tasen sick with dysentery, 
and he came down to New York, hoping 
bettor care and the change would bring 
about his recovery. He was with a party of 
friends. His family were not with him. 
They were telegraphed for when his illness 
became serious. His son will arrive in New 
York on Monday. 

Wm. McKendry Owln was a picturesque 
character in American history. For more 
than half a century he has been more or less 
intimately connected with political affairs. 
The advent of Andrew Jackson to the presi- 
dency in 1820, found him to Washington as 
a protege of Andrew Jackson Donelson, the 
' int's private secretary, through whom 
brought into relations with Jackson 
himself. It has been said by his friends that 
he was at one nine Jackson's private secre- 
tary, but this was not the case, though he 
as employed in the executive office and 
as very well liked by the president. 
In 1833, during Jackson's second term, 
Gwin was nominated for United States mar- 
shal for Mississippi. Tha Mississippians op- 
posed this nomination, because Gwin was 
not recognized as a citizen of that state. The 
senate rejected the nomination. This ex- 
cited Old Hickory, and he renewed the nom- 
ination, with an intimation that Gwin or 
nobody should be marshal of Mississippi. 
That settled it, and Gwin was confirmed. He

That Mlner-rhlnese War. 

Rock Springs, Wy. T, Bept 6.— For the 
first time in many years there was 
not a Chinaman in Rock Springs 
street except the dead and wounded. 
The five or six hundred who were 
at work in the mines here have been driven 
out, and nothing but heaps of smoking ruins 
mark the spot where Chinatown stood. The 
feeling against the Chinese has been grow- 
stronger all summer. The fact that the 
white men bod been turned off the sections 
and hundred of white men were seeking in 
vain for work, while the Chiuese 
were being shipped to by the 
car load aud given work, strengthened 
the feeling against them. It needed but lit- 
tle to incite this feeling Into an active cru- 
sade against tho Chinese, and precipitated 
the little battle at No. « Mine, about one 
mile north of town. Through some misun- 
derstanding two Chinamen took a room in 
the mine belonging to two white men. 
When the white men came they ordered 
them out They would not go and a tight 
ensued, which was participated in by nearly 
all the whites and Chinamen in the mines. 
The Chinamen were worsted in the fight and 
four of them were badly wounded, one of 
whom has since died, The white miners 
then came out, armed themselves with fire- 
arms and notified the men in the other 
three mines to come out in 
the afternoon. Meantime all was 
excitement in Chinatown. The flag was 
hoisted as a warning, and the ChlMM WQrfr 
ing to different parts of the camp Mod to 
tholr quarters. After dinner the saloons 
closed, and no liquor has been sold since 
then. The miners gathered on the front 
streets, about one hundred of them armed 
with guns, revolvers, hatchets and k nives, 
and proceeded toward Chinatown. Before 
reaching there they sent a committee of 
three warning the Chinamen to leave In an 
hour. This they agreed to do and 
started to pack up, but In about half 
on hour the white men grew impa- 
tient and advanced upon the Chiuese 
quarters, and shouting and firing their guns 
in the air. Without offering resistance the 
Chinese fled with what they could snatch 
up. They fled to tho hills about a mite ?ast 
of the town, the miners firing at them as 
they fled. All the stores to town were 
closed and men, women and children were 
out watchiug the hurried exit of Joan 
Chiuaniau, and every ono seemed glad to see 
them on the wing. Soon a black smoke was 
seen issuing from the peak of a house in 
Hong Kong, then from another, and very 
soon eight or ten of the largest of the housss 
were In flames. Half choked with tire ami 
smoke, numlmrs of Chiuamen rushed from 
the burning buil lings, and with blan^ts 
and bodquilts over their heads to protect 
th. BawlVW (ran stray rifle buWlsl. they fol- 
lowed their retreating brothers into the hills 
at the top Off their speed.

KILLED IN THEIR CAGE, 

THE AWFUL FATE OF FOUR MEN IN 
A COAL MINt SHAFT. 



ses of Fulling Kork Mangle ■«■— 1 Mntl 
tr. the Victims Beyond Heoognlt Ion. 
Saved by a Miracle— The Widow*. 
Urlef— The Company Censured. 



WilkesbaRRE, Pa., 8ept 5.— One of the 
moit horrible accidents that have occurred 
in thia region for many year* took place at 
the Oak wood shaft of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal company, at Mill creek. Four men 
were killed and two seriously injured. 

The dead are: John Martin, thirty -eight 
years, miner, single; John Peterson, thirty 
years, miner, married; Thomas Jenkins, 
thirty-five years, laborer, single; James Car- 
ney, twenty -seven years, laborer, single. 

The injured are: Patrick Smith, twenty- 
five years, single; leg broken, head and body 
cut and bruised ; Patrick Pursel, twenty-five 
years, married ; several ribs broken, shoul- 
der injured and body bruised; will probably 
die. 

The mine is situated just outside the city 
on a steep hiU. It employs about one hun- 
dred and thirty men and boys. Work was 
commenced as usual, and several cage loads 
of men had gone down. About half-past 6 
o'clock ten men entered the cage and 
were lowered to tha bottom Just as 
the cage struck the bottom four men jumped 
off, and at the same instant, with a fright- 
ful crash, some masses of rock fell down the 
shaft on to the cage, smashing through the 
strong beams of the carriage like match 
(ticks. Hix men were on tha carriage and 
four were killed on the spot. The other 
two, who were Just stepping off, were struck 
by some of the wreck and hurled several 
yards away. The scene at the bottom of the 
shaft was frightfnl, and as the miners gath- 
ered with their lights and endeavored to ex- 
tricate the shattered and mangled remains 
of their companions from the wreck they 
were almost overcome with horror and two 
of them fainted. The bodies of all four were 
crushed almost out of all resemblance to hu- 
manity. Carney had been driven headfirst 
through the two-inch oak planks that formed 
the bottom of the cage. His remains were 
gathered up and wrapped tn a cloth. What 
was left of his bead was brought to the sur- 
face in a shovel. Jonklns had been struck 
in the middle of the back. His body was 
broken into two parte and his head crushed. 
The others were almost as badly mangled, 
and Martin was the only one whose features 
could be recognized. Their death was so in- 
stantaneous that none of them probably 
ever knew what happened. 

Among those on tha cage was Patrick Car- 
ney, a brother of the Carney that was kill- 
ed. Ha relates the story as follows: "Going 
down the shaft, I was standing almost pre- 
cisely upon the place where the hole was 
broken through the 8oor of the cnge by the 
pieces of rock. When I heard the noise of 
the rock coming down against the side of 
the shaft above, and the smaller pieces strik- 
ing the roof, 1 somehow stepped to the cen- 
tre and under the crossbeam which supports 
the roof. The others were running bock 
and forth to find a place of safety, 
as all knew what the sound meant 
The position saved me, as pieces of 
the rock struck the roof and crashed down 
through on either side. My lamp was put 
out, and as the carriage was struck I made a 
step and fell into the hole that had been 
broken in the door. One of the smaller

Peterson, a young Hwedo, was the only 
one married. He maided at Parsons, aud on 
July 4 was married to a young Swedish girl, 
about twenty years old, whom he had court- 
ed in his home across the sea. and who had 
come over lest spring to share his fortunes. 
When she was informed of her husband's 
terrible death she fell uncoiisciou* to the 
floor, and has since been in convulsions and 
violently deliriuus. The rock fell from the 
side of the shaft, near the top, and as the 
shaft is 75ii feet deep it acquired tremendous 
force before reaching the bottom. 

The coroner made tin investigation into 
the cause of the accident, and will bold an 
inquest Many of the miners in and about 
the shaft are of the opiu. on that the com- 
pany has neglected io take pro-ier precau- 
tions in regard to this danger of coal and 
rock falling into the pit from the sides 
above, and censure the company accord- 
ingly.
